Drunkenness Plea in 
Galway Murder Case 


That the accused man’s mind was so 
sodden with drink he was rendered 
incapable of forming the intent which 
was part of the crime of murder, was 
pleaded by Mr. B. O Briain, K.C., in the 
Dublin Central Criminal Court yesterday. 
It was the fourth day of the trial of 
Martin Griffin (48), dairyman, of Bushy- 
park, Galway, who is accused of the 
murder of his wife, Bridget (53), at their 
home, about February 28th last. Mr. 
0 Briain said that the case for the 
defence was that by reason of drink the 
accused man, at the timo of the crime, 
was out of his mind, 

To Mr. O Briain, the accused man 
said he did not remember going to the 
shed for the axe, nor did he remember 
striking his wife with it. 

To Mr. A. McCarthy, K.C.,. for the 
prosecution, the witness was not able to 
account for the fact that when his wife 
was found at 4 o'clock in the morning 
she was dressed in her Sunday clothes, 
nor was he able to account for the find- 
ing of the money bag (produced) under 
the deceased woman. 

. Dr. M. Little, Galway, who examined 
the prisoner at the local barrack on 
March ist, described his condition, and 
said that he formed the opinion that he 
had been drinking to excess. A number 
of customers who bought milk from 
Griffin gave evidence to the effect that 
on February 28th he was under the 
influence of drink, and that they had 
never previously scen him in that 
condition. 

The evidence for the defence having 
concluded, the hearing was adjourned 
until this morning. 


Guard Charged with 
Robbery and Violence 


John Sherlock (43), Guard attached to

“BREAD AND BUTTER” 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—I ask your leave to reply to 
that part of Mr. Henry Harrison’s 
discursive letter which deals with 
censtitutional problems. He _ de- 
scribes my letter, mentioned in your 
leading article, as ‘‘essays at em- 
barrassing cross-examination regard- 
ing past controversial issues,” few, 
I imagine, of those who live and are 
entitled to vote here will agree; for 
the question of TIvreland’s future 
status is, as I said, of vital im- 
portance to every inhabitant of this 
country. I. am not concerned with 
the past, except in so far as it ilhus- 
trates the present and portends the 
future. 

My own position is quite clear. 1 
regard full simian of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations as 
a sine qua non of Irish prosperity, 
and as an absolute condition prece- 
dent for Irish territorial unity. 
What is Mr. de Valera’s position? 
His party describes itself, to-day, as 
the Republican Party; but Mr. de 
Valera, who is circumspect on status 
at election times, merely says that 
“we have to work so as to get tor 
the whole thirty-two counties the 
sume freedom that we enjoy here.” 
I ask him what this means, whether 
he has abandoned the Republic, and 
whether he has any _ constructive 
plan for the ending of ‘‘ partition’’? 
I get no reply—merely a repetition. 
Mr. Harrison dismisses these 
matters as ‘‘relatively minor consti- 
tutionak niceties.”” Your readers 
can judge whether this is so as well 
as I. He states that the ‘‘ Common- 
wealth has a constitution which is 
itself in a state of flux,’’ and he 
buttresses this assertion by pointing 
to the fact that there is now no Inn. 
perial War Cabinet. ‘‘ That supreme 
organ of the Imperial or Common- 
wealth Constitution has vanished.” 

It is deplorable that a plain issue 
should be obscured by sucha maze of 
errors. It was decided so long ago as 
1926 that “ nothing would be gained 
by attempting to lay down a consti- 
tution for the British Empire.’’ As 
there is no constitution, the consti- 
tution cannot be ‘‘in a state of 
flux.” Since the enactment of the 
Statute of Westminster in 1931 the 
British Commonwealth of Nations 
consists, in law as well as in fact, o 
a group of completely free, 
autonomous States, co-equal in 
status. 

As to the Imperial War Cabinet of 
1917-18, it was not, of course, a 
‘supreme organ of the Imperial or 
Commonwealth Constitution.” It 
was not an organ of government, 
and it was not supreme in any 
respect whatever. It consisted of the 
British War Cabinet plus represen- 
tatives from the Dominions, sitting 
in concert for the better prosecution 
of the war. It had no joint responsi- 
bility, for each Government was 
responsible solely to its own Parlia- 
ment. There. was no majority 
voting, for no Government could bind 
another. Further, it could, in the 
nature of things, have no executive 
authority. It possessed, of course, 
great consultative value, but as it 
lacked the power to take binding 
decisions it was not, in the strict 
sense, a Cabinet at all. 

Mr. Harrison asks why there is no 
Imperial War Cabinet now, and he 
seems to suggest that the explana- 
tion is the slowed “state of flux”’ 
in the non-existent constitution of 
the Commonwealth. I should imagine 
the true answer to be that a global 
war, in which Russia and the United 
States are allies of the nations of 
the Commonwealth, demands a 
different type of political direction.—

BREAD EXTRACTION 


“The report for Dublin was 
drafted and published before we 
became aware of the position in 
England,” he said, ‘There they 
believe that there is no increase in 
the incidence of rickets compared 
with pre-war years. In the com- 
leted centres the average rate found 
is only about one-fifth of our in- 
cidence here.” 

Asked what the British had done 
to prevent rickets increasing, he 
said that bread extraction in England 
was only 85 per cent., as against 
100 per cent. in this country, and, 
therefore, there was much less phytic 
acid being taken in the food. In 
addition, the British millers add 
seven ounces of calcium carbonate to 
each 280lb. of flour to counter the 
effects of the acid. ‘‘They do not 
stop at that,” he added. ‘‘ They 
make sure that each child gets a pint 
of milk per day. It is not a question 
of making the milk available at 
certain centres, they try to ensure 
that the children get it. They also 
make sure that each child gets 500 
units of Vitamin D per day, either 
in the form of cod liver oil or some 
substitute, and they now are con- 
sidering increasing it to 800. 


CALCIUM IN FOOD 


“The public has the impression 
that a child has not got rickets 
unless its legs are bowed or its 
knees are knocking together. The 
idea generally is that it must be 
deformed before it has rickets; 
whereas, in fact, the bones are 
generally perfectly straight when the 
disease attacks it, and may remain 
apparently normal for a considerable 
time. It does not follow that because 
a child is not knock-kneed or bow- 
legged it is free from the disease. 
A lot of apparently healthy children 
that we have examined will be knock- 
kneed or bow-legged within a 
couple of years if they are not 
treated, and then it is too late for 
anything but an operation.”’ 

Commenting on the advisability 
of adding calcium carbonate to full 
extraction flour, he said that the 
decision to fortify bread was.taken 
in England on the advice of the 
Medical Research Council, and, in 
Canada, on the advice of the 
National Council on Nutrition. . In 
America a similar step has been 
taken on the advice of the American 
National Research Council. The 
Dietetic Council considered all the 
evidence carefully over a year ago, 
and came to the conclusion that 
calcium should be added to flour. 


REPLY TO DR. WARD 


The Chairman of the Dietetic 
Council has written to the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Minister 
for Local Government (Dr. Ward) 
in reply to a statement which Dr. 
Ward made about the calcification 
of bread in-:the Dail on May 18th 
last. On that-occasion Dr. Ward 
stated: ‘‘ Ona would think, if the 
Dietetic Council were very much 
interested in the matter (the addi- 
tion of calcium to flour) they would 
have expressed their views to the 
Department of Local Government 
and Public Health.” 

The Chairman comments in his 
letter: “ On April 20th, 1942, the 
Dietetic Council sent to your Depart- 
ment a copy of a letter to the 
Department of Supplies, which 
stated clearly the reasons which 
made it advisable to add calcium to 
flour, and in which the following 
sentence occurs: ‘It is, therefore, 
suggested that calcium carbonate be 
added to flour to counteract this 
tendency ” (i.e., the tendency for the 
increase in phytic acid to reduce the 
calcium available for absorption 
from the digestive trace. An 
acknowledgment to this letter was 
received on April 22nd, 1942). 

“In view of the present high 
incidence of rickets in Dublin the 
Council cannot allow itself to be 
placed in the position of having kepi 
your Department in. ignorance of its 
views on the matter, consequently a 
copy of this letter is being sent to 
the Journal of the Medical Associa-
